A CONCERNED 
resident believes 
pedestrians will be 
in danger and a “rat 
run” created if the 
lane where he lives 
is opened up to 
more traffic. 

Dennis Backler, 66, 
is objecting to plans to 
shift Haverhill's Friday 
market into the High 
Street - a move which 
would mean closing 
off the top part of the 
High Street to traffic 
between 10am and 
4pm, Monday to Sat¬ 
urday. 

As a result, traffic from 
the first section of the High 
Street would have to leave 
via Quakers Lane, currently 
a narrow, rutted path. 

Mr Backler, who has 
lived in his Quaker Garden 
home since childhood, has 
spoken out against the 
traffic order proposed to 
allow one-way traffic, fear¬ 
ing it will create a dang¬ 
erous rat run. 

He says all delivery veh¬ 
icles, including fuel deliv¬ 
eries, for himself and his 
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neighbours - as well as dray 
lorries going to the nearby 
Ex-Serviceman’s Club, 
postal vans, taxis, Gurteens 
visitors and Blue Badge 
holders - would have to exit 
at the top end of Quakers 
Lane. 

He also pointed out that 
there is no path and not 
enough room for a car to 
pass a wheelchair or a 
pushchair. He cited the 
case of a nearby family, 
where two daughters push 
their elderly, wheelchair- 
bound mother in to town in 
a large wheelchair, which is 
so heavy they are both 
needed to push it. 

He also believes a child 
walking with a parent 
would be in danger if a car 
suddenly appeared in the 
lane. 

He said: “Since the coun¬ 
cil filled in the potholes at 
the end of Quakers Lane, 
more traffic is taking this 
route, especially taxis using 
it as a short cut. 

“Once the caged wall is 
removed to create a new 
access route, what is to stop 
drivers using this route as a 
rat run? I feel pretty sure 


that some mad drivers will. 

“Regular pedestrians 
using the lane will have to 
be very alert. 

“From October 27-30, I 
counted the number of 
pedestrians using Quakers 
Lane over a total of six 
hours at various times 
between 10am and 4pm. 
The throughput of people 
averaged 120 per hour. 

“Increasing traffic vol¬ 
ume on a road shared by 
pedestrians will make the 
road more dangerous for 
pedestrians, not less. 

“In my humble opinion, 
the proposed change 
would be reckless because 
there is insufficient space 
for pedestrians and veh¬ 
icles to share access on 
Quakers Lane.” 

Patsy Dell, of St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough 
Council, said Suffolk 
County Council would be 
seeking new traffic orders 
to make the change in the 
New Year and that object¬ 
ions would be considered. 

She said: “We are not 
thinking of allowing loads 
more traffic in Quakers 
Lane, it would be restricted 
access for deliveries and 
emergency vehicles, not for 
everyone.” 
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Lord sings town’s praises, 
and hints at Royal visit too 


A ROYAL visit to Haverhill could be on 
the cards following a visit to the town by 
the Queen’s representative, the Lord 
Lieutenant of Suffolk, Lord Tollemache. 

Sarah Howard, chairman of Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce, took Lord 
Tollemache, who was appointed by the 
Queen in 2003, on a tour of the town on 
Tuesday. They visited Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise College, where 
Young Chamber members from both 
Castle Manor and Samuel Ward Arts 
and Technology College, led a class for 
younger students from Castle Hill 
Middle School. 

The tour continued to Mansol 
Preforms, which sells its specialised 
glass products to customers around the 
world, including China and India, and 
won both the Business of the Year and 
the export award at the 2008 Business 
Awards. It continued to Taylor’s 
Foundry, a traditional casting 
manufacturer with a long history in 
Haverhill, and Delstar Engineering, 
which creates stage settings for major 
West Ends shows. 

After a lunch reception at Haverhill 
Leisure Centre, the tour continued to 
Printwise and Genzyme in the 
afternoon. 

Lord Tollemache asked to visit 
Haverhill after reading a letter written 
by Sarah Howard, opposing Boundary 


Commission proposals for one authority 
to represent the whole of Suffolk. 

Lord Tollemach said it had been an 
“eye-opening” visit, and he was very 
impressed with the diversity and 
innovation on show. 

He said: “Haverhill was a blank on 
the map for me, so I decided to do 
something about it. I did not realise 
what sort of innovation and 
manufacturing goes on here. It must be 
unique within Suffolk, if not the whole 
region, to have so many innovative 
companies within a small area. 

“Perhaps there are ways in which I 
can help directly to give Haverhill a 
higher profile. For special anniversaries 
and events it is possible to get a 
member of the Royal Family to come to 
the town. What I have seen is that 
Haverhill is obviously a great town.” 

Ms Howard said: “Haverhill’s recent 
success in enhancing our retail offer is 
only the beginning - we cannot afford to 
sit back and feel content with what has 
been achieved so far. There is much 
more to do and the people of Haverhill 
deserve so much more. 

“We must continue to encourage 
inward investment and to promote our 
town, which is why this visit today from 
Lord Tollemache, who is such a 
prominent, respected and active figure 
within Suffolk, is worthy of celebration.”

Sentence cut for 
takeaway robber 


A KNIFE-WIELDING thug 
who admitted a late-night 
raid on a local takeaway has 
had his jail term slashed by 
top judges in London. 

Michael Dare, 24, of Shepherds 
Court, Haverhill, was jailed for at 
least three years after admitting 
robbery at Ipswich Crown Court in 
March. 

But the long-time heroin and 
crack cocaine user saw his mini¬ 
mum term cut to two-and-a-half 
years by Lord Justice Goldring, Mrs 
Justice Dobbs and Judge Peter 
Jacobs at the Court of Appeal. 

Mrs Justice Dobbs said that, 
despite the seriousness of the 
robbery and Dare’s record of 
trouble with the police, the three- 
year minimum was too long. 

Dare, who began using drugs as 
a teenager, used a knife to 
intimidate staff in the Domino’s 
Pizza in Haverhill, close to mid- 
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night on December 28 last year. 

The shop had been manned by a 
manager and three members of 
staff, two of them under 18, when 
he covered his face with a scarf and 
produced the blade. 

Two of the staff ran away, while a 
third pressed a panic alarm before 
escaping himself. The manager was 
left stranded in a back room with 
the evening’s takings. 

Fearing for the safety of his 
employees, he opened the door 
and allowed Dare to take around 
£640 in cash, which was never 
recovered. 

At one point, Dare, who was also 
wearing a hooded top, allowed his 
disguise to slip, enabling the 
manager to pick him out in an 
identification parade later. 

At the time, Dare already had a 
long list of convictions to his name, 


mostly for theft and driving 
offences, but also arson, common 
assault and carrying a bladed 
article. 

A pre-sentence report said he 
had shown remorse, but expressed 
concern that he could turn violent 
if disturbed in the course of any 
future offence. 

Sentencing him, the Crown 
Court judge, Judge John Holt, said 
he considered Dare posed a risk of 
harm to the public and ordered 
that he serve at least three years 
before applying for parole. 

Giving the court’s judgment, Mr 
Justice Dobbs said Judge Holt had 
been right to impose the open- 
ended imprisonment for public 
protection sentence, but had given 
him too long a minimum term. 

The appeal decision means Dare 
will have to serve two-and-a-half 
years before applying for release 
and will then only be freed if it is 
considered that he is safe.

T wice as many 
carers are now 
helping 
patients in the 
Haverhill area thanks

Mr Gellatly said the 
rejuvenation of the town was 
not just about buildings, but 
how the town felt. He said: “It 
seems to me to be a place 
where people work together 
and we at Tesco are delighted 
to be part of the 
transformation.” 

The environmental 
enhancements, designed 
following wide-reaching 
consultation, include 
attractive new paving and 
street surfaces, street 
furniture, lighting and the 
creation of an informal 
meeting place with seating 
and trees. Several pieces of art 
have been commissioned 
locally and will be added in 
the New Year. 

A parallel scheme, offering 
Queen Street traders help to 
improve their shop fronts, has 
also been well supported. 
Eleven properties have been 
put forward for grants of 
between 70 and 90 per cent of 
eligible works up to a limit of 
£10,000 total cost.

Bus shelters 
are a disgrace 


Sir, I am so sad to read the report 
about the bus shelter complaints in 
your paper (New move to end bus 
station row - Weekly News, 
November 5) 

The issue of the bus shelters has 
not been addressed. All very well to 
suggest that the bus drivers are not 
aware of putting down and picking 
up passengers, but a council 
member should be aware that bus 
drivers have been transporting 
people from Haverhill and 
surrounding villages for many years 
and probably do know how to 
perform this movement of their 
vehicles. 

It will be a help to have proper 
timetable inserts, but over and way 
beyond that is the simple matter of 
the shelters themselves. 

Each shelter measures 10 feet with 
two open spaces at either end for 
the passage of people to and from 
the buses. The width of these 
spaces is three feet. There are six 
inches of space at the bottom of the 
shelters open to the air and 
considerable draught in the winter 
months, and rain will be blown 
through the shelter too. Inside the 
shelters, there is a rail measuring 
five curved inches to lean against in 
lieu of seats. 

The space from the roadside to the 
forward opening to board the bus is 
19 inches, so that along the length 
of bus, there is no space for a 
hurried passenger to board. There 
is sufficient space for two people to 
enter the bus, although the bus 
itself has a doorway of 47 inches. So 
there is no parity between the bus 
and the shelter entrance to the bus. 
Although there are now six bus 
shelters, there are only two wooden 
benches with backs before bus 
shelter number one, and two 
backless metal benches between 
shelters four and five. 

The appearance of the shelters 
leave much to be desired and in no 
way enhance the pedestrian 
portion of the town nearest to it. 
The car park behind the shelters is 
better proportioned, easier of 
access and with properly-laid brick 
walkways to indicate pedestrian 
crossing. 

Generally, the new bus shelters are 
a great disappointment to 
Haverhill, particularly as they are in 
need of replacement and rather 
uncomfortable, but that is another 
matter. 

The new bus shelters are a disgrace 
to the town. A new set of designs is 
urgently required, buildings that 
will provide what their name says, 
shelter.

Shelters not 
fit for purpose

It 
gives many examples of 
discrimination against the 
disabled, one being poor access to 
stations and how service providers 
must make reasonable 


adjustments. 

Failure to do so is unlawful and 
they could face charges of 
discrimination as service providers 
are legally obliged to reconsider, 
when putting the disabled users at 
a disadvantage with shelters/huts 
far too small for some to 
manoeuvre in and lack of seating. 

I believe that these shelters were 
meant for roadside use and not 
suitable for a station where many 


more passengers gather. 

As for “Lowestoft are happy with 
their’s” comment, are they really? 
What survey has been done on this? 
Also, Sudbury is next in line for a 
new station - so beware Sudbury, 
you could be getting some 
secondhand black boxes

Umbrella licence set to help local groups host events 


SMALLER clubs and organ¬ 
isations will be helped to host 
events in Haverhill after the 
town council applied for an 
entertainment licence.

fake £20 
notes

SUFFOLK police are urging 
traders to be vigilant after a 
number of counterfeit £20 notes 
were passed as payment to a 
company in Bury St Edmunds 
over the past month. 

The Counterfeit Currency Unit at the 
Serious and Organised Crime Agency said: 
"Some counterfeit notes are quite good 
but can be easily identified as fakes when 
compared alongside a note known to be 
genuine." 

Checks that people can make for £20 
notes include the watermark - in addition 
to the Queen's portrait, there should be a 
£20 symbol, which should contrast with 
the Queen’s head (portrait dark and £20 
light). The watermark can be found on the 
left side of the note. 

Ensure there is raised printing, in 
particular the words 'Bank of England' 
across the top of the note and to the right 
of the Queen's portrait, where there 
should be a series of 20s. The foil should 
be holographic - changing colour and 
image when you tilt it. Under ultraviolet 
light, a red and yellow 20 should be visible 
beneath the words Bank of England. The 
texture of a counterfeit note will often feel 
different from a genuine one.

THE Christmas get-together 
is an opportunity for 
families to catch up, have 
fun and appreciate each 
other... or not. 

There is something about 
being with our family that should 
make us feel loved and cared 
about. But all too often we go 
away from festive celebrations 
feeling aggrieved, frustrated, 
rejected or depressed, with all 
our hopes and expectations 
turned to disappointment. 

The same old situations, 
arguments and criticisms come 
up, we end up in the same old 
rows and imagine that other 
families get on so much better, 
have a happier time and are 
pretty much perfect. 

But according to Jo Ellen 
Grzyb, author of Family Heaven, 
Family Hell , we don’t have to 


wait for our father to stop 
criticising, our mother to stop 
fussing about our weight, or our 
siblings to just not come along at 
all, to have a nice Christmas. To a 
certain extent, the success of the 
event can be in our own hands. 

She explains: “Big family 
dramas tend to happen during 
the really important get- 
togethers like Christmas as those 
events represent something 
larger to do with religion, culture 
and national tradition. 

“It’s as though people store 
their crises so messy stuff seems 
to emerge tenfold when the 
festive spirit is supposed to be 
around.” 

If you always fall into the same 
arguments or patterns with your 
family, why not change that 
pattern? Nothing changes if 
nothing changes, Grzyb advises, 
so do something different - have 


Christmas on neutral territory 
like a hotel, or if you go to your 
mother’s every year, why not 
invite everyone to your home or 
share it out amongst siblings? 
The change of environment can 
add a different perspective in 
more ways than one. 

TOP TIPS FOR CHRISTMAS 
HEAVEN 

■ See the reality for what it is, 
not what you hope it is going to 
be. Try not to let your 
expectations, good or bad, rule 
you. 

■ Be prepared. Prepare your 
coping strategies well ahead of 
time. 

■ Make your intentions clear 
and set boundaries for others. 
People cannot read your mind - 
so let them know what your 
plans are. Be very clear about 
what you expect from others too. 

■ Avoid trying to control the 
situation. 

■ Let other people be as they are 
(as long as they are not harming 
you or others). 

■ Step outside the arena when 
things start hotting up - make a 
cup of tea, go to the toilet. Get 
out of the line of fire if possible 
to give yourself a chance to cool 
off. 

■ Know your bottom line - what 
behaviour you won’t tolerate, the 
shenanigans you won’t put up 
with. 

■ Let other people be right. 
Concede and be gracious. 

■ Accept that you may not have 
the ideal family and try to focus 
on people’s good or caring 
qualities instead of the negative. 

■ Remember you always have 
the power to choose what you do 
and who you do it with. You’re an 
adult now.

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Brave Imogen loses her voice, 
but not her desire to be heard 


L ying on the 
hospital bed, 
her head still 
woozy with 
anaesthetic, Imogen 
May tried to speak - 
and nothing 
happened. Her face 
felt frozen; she 
couldn’t move a 
muscle. And she 
couldn’t speak at all. 

“It was s**t,” says the 
26-year-old, with a little 
shrug. “I still can’t speak 
at all. The only way I can 
communicate is by 
writing things down. And 
that can be really 
frustrating: I have to 
admit I’ve thrown a few 
pens... 

“But anger? No. I’ve 
done angry before and it 
makes you all dark and 
sticky inside; I’m not 
going to let that be a part 
of me. I’ve got so much I 
want to do, so much I 
want to achieve. And I’m 
not going to let this get in 
my way.” 

For almost a decade, 
Imogen has been battling 
a progressive and 
disabling muscle disease. 
Triggered by a mystery 
virus, which hit her in her 
teens, the condition 
robbed her first of the 
ability to walk - and now 
it’s stolen her voice. 

“The thing I miss most 
is talking to people on the

phone,” continues 
Imogen, from Cottenham. 
“I used to speak to two or 
three friends a night, 
often for hours. Now the 
phone rarely rings and if 
it does I hear my voice on 
the answer phone; I can’t 
bring myself to delete the 
message but I don’t like it 
there either. 

“And I miss the silly 
little things, things like 
singing in the shower. If 
I’m at home and feeling 
remotely low, the silence 
is deafening.” 

Imogen has spent 
much of the last year in 
hospital. Rushed into 
intensive care after she 
suddenly stopped 
breathing - because some 
food got trapped in her 
lungs - she had to have a 
whole series of 
operations. And it was in 
the wake of her final op 
that she lost her voice. 

A degree student at 
Anglia Ruskin, Imogen 
was forced to put her 
photography studies on 
hold. But now, back at uni 
for her final year, she is 
determined to stay the 
course. 

“If I don’t finish this 
bloody degree I’ll go 
mad,” she writes, rolling 
her eyes. “But it is hard 
sometimes. The problem 
is that, as a person with 


disabilities, I have to fight 
for everything: physical 
access, access to services, 
access to support... And 
that’s a pretty s***ty place 
to be with no voice. It’s 
not surprising that some 
people lose hope.” 

Far from losing hope 
herself, Imogen is looking 
to the future. With the 
help of university tutors 
and her enormous circle 
of friends, she is currently 
fundraising for a high- 
tech communicator: like 
the equipment used by 
Professor Stephen 
Hawking, it would allow 
her to speak through a 
computer. 

“It would be life¬ 
changing,” explains 
Imogen. “But it costs 
£7,000 just for the basic 
box, £11,000 with what 
they call ‘eye gaze 
technology’. My speech 
therapist has been 
brilliant but she hasn’t got 
a pot of gold; all the NHS 
can give me is an 
alphabet sheet - and 
that’s not much good on 
the phone.” 

Imogen first fell ill at 
17, when she contracted a 
strange virus. “It started 
with feeling a bit run¬ 
down,” she remembers. 
“Then I started getting 
numb patches on my 
legs. Things just got 
worse from there.” 

Now, nearly 10 years 
on, Imogen needs 24- 
hour care and an electric 


wheelchair. She has been 
diagnosed with a 
condition called 
Neuromuscular Dystonia, 
which causes her brain to 
send confused messages 
to her muscles. 

“It pulls the muscles 
into painful spasms that 
just don’t let go,” explains 
Imogen. “That’s what 
happened to my face 
after the operation - and 
the same thing has 
affected my vocal 
chords.” 

A bright and bubbly 
character, Imogen is 
incredibly philosophical 
about her situation. “I do 
have my moments 
though,” she admits. 
“There was a time when I 
didn’t get out of bed if I 
didn’t want to. 

“I was miserable all the 
time and hadn’t even 
noticed, it happened so 
gradually. Because I was 
young when I got my 
impairment my school 
friends didn’t really stick 
around; they were all 
growing up and going off 
to university. 

“My mum had moved 
away and my two sisters 
were at university 
themselves. There wasn’t 
really anyone in 
Cambridge I could call up 
and say ‘I’m miserable, 
can you bring pizza 
round?’. 

“You end up in a 
situation where you 
realise you have no

friends and no social life. 
It feels like there’s not 
much point in doing 
anything.” 

Imogen left home at 18. 
“I moved into a homeless 
hostel because my 
disability had reached a 
stage where I couldn’t 
really live in my mum’s 
house because I couldn’t 
get up and down the 
stairs any more,” she 
explains. 

“Then my mum 
decided she wanted to go 
and get a job in Hull, so 
she moved. And I lived in 
Robson Court, the hostel 
inWaterbeach. It was 
really hard.” 

Imogen lost the use of 
her legs little by little. As 
she became more 
disabled, she had to both 
quit her job as a carer and 
start using a manual 
wheelchair. By the age of 
22 she could hardly walk 
at all - and it was clear 
she needed a powered 
chair. 

“I got a bank loan,” 
continues Imogen. 
“Looking back it was a 
stupid decision, but it 
wasn’t like I wanted to get 
a flashy car. What are you 
supposed to do if you 
need something?” 

Moving out of the 
hostel and into a council 
bungalow, with her then 
partner, Imogen 
struggled to keep up the 
loan repayments. “I 
ended up getting myself 
into more debt trying to 
pay them,” she 
remembers. “I didn’t want 
to open my mail, because 
I was scared of what the 
letters would say.” 

Her benefits also in a 
muddle, Imogen realised 
she was at risk of losing 
her home. And that’s 
when her social worker 
called in the Young 
People’s Floating Support 
Service in Cambridge 
(offering help with all 
lands of problems, from 
addiction and mental 
health issues to debt and 
disability). Assigned her 


own support worker, 
Imogen managed to get 
both her finances and her 
emotional health back on 
track. 

Then, a keen 
photographer, she 
decided to apply for the 
degree course at Anglia 
Ruskin: visiting the 
department on the 
Tuesday, she got an 
unconditional offer 
through the post on the 
Thursday morning. 

“I managed the first 
two years of my degree 
mostly okay,” writes 
Imogen. “But then I got 
poorly: I stopped 
breathing. 

“Because of the 
problems with my 
muscles I can’t cough 
very well and food and 
drink ends up getting 
stuck in my lungs. After 
about three months in 


a IVe got so 
much I want 
to do, so 
much I want to 
achieve. And I'm 
not going to let 
this get in my 
way.” 


hospital they realised I 
couldn’t swallow at all 
any more and started 
tube-feeding me. I still 
have to have a tube now 
which means I can’t eat 
chocolate, something else 
I miss. Otherwise it could 
be ‘death by chocolate’, 
ha ha...” 

The tube feed started 
to cause problems with 
Imogen’s bladder 
(because she wasn’t 
ingesting enough fluid) 
and she had to have a 
series of painful 
operations. 

“I came round from 
one op in so much pain,” 
she continues. “My face 
tightened up and I 
couldn’t talk for about 10 


days. It came back a bit as 
the spasms released, then 
I had the same op and my 
voice went again - and 
this time it didn’t come 
back.” 

Enjoying her degree - 
she is currently penning a 
dissertation on the 
representation of 
disability in the media 
and fine art - Imogen has 
created a whole portfolio 
of self-portraits as part of 
her course work. A frank 
and often touching 
collection, it depicts 
every area of her life. 

“Most of them are quite 
smiley but I did one of me 
in the shower and one of 
the nurse changing my 
catheter,” explains 
Imogen. “I did find it 
quite painful to start 
with, but it’s honest. So 
many pictures of people 
with disabilities are borne 
out of pity: some people 
do pity me - but if they 
do it to my face they end 
up with broken toes!” 

With her degree 
nearing completion, a 
new partner and a busy 
social calendar (she is out 
visiting friends most 
days), Imogen is clearly 
living her life to the full. 

But she says her 
ambition is to talk again. 
“I want to be able to 
work, to travel, to speak 
on the bloody phone,” 
adds Imogen. 

“Nobody can go 
through something like 
this without feeling dark 
and sticky at times. What 
makes the difference is 
what you do with the 
leftover energy. And I 
want to put my energy to 
good use.”

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A SUPER scanner costing 
£1 million, which can 
examine an entire heart in 
quarter of a second, was 
paid for by a woman who 
left the cash in her will. 

Kind-hearted Margaret Leigh, of 
Biggleswade in Bedfordshire, 
bequeathed the money for the 
scanner, which is being used for 
the first time in the East of Eng¬ 
land.

Small tips to get the 
best from veg patch 


B aby veg have long 
been a favourite at 
the dinner table, but 
you can pay a lot for the 
pre-packed mini-carrots, 
courgettes and leeks in 
the supermarkets, which 
are often pretty tasteless. 

It’s worth trying to grow your 
own, but do you have to choose 
baby varieties or can you just 
pick the standard veg early? 

Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled a number of 
veg to find out whether seed 
ranges of baby veg were any 
better than ordinary varieties 
grown close together or picked 
early 

The test site planted blocks of 
up to five varieties each of 
cauliflowers, courgettes, leeks, 
sweetcorn and carrots 
recommended for growing as 
baby veg. 

They also grew a standard 
variety at both normal and 
closer spacing, and picked them 
at the normal and smaller size 
for comparison. 

Sowing leeks in April, they 
had decent baby leeks by the 
beginning of August and found 
the best variety was ‘Electra’, 
which produced a whopping 
123 plants per square metre for 
a 2.6kg harvest. The standard 
variety, ‘Carlton’, grown at closer 
spacing, produced 100 leeks and 
worked as a baby veg. When 
picked at a normal size it 
yielded 33 leeks per square 
metre, weighing 4.1kg. 

Baby carrots are simply those

which are harvested early, 
although a number of varieties 
including ‘Parmex’, ‘Ideal’ and 
‘Mini Finger’ are often 
recommended for growing as 
mini-veg. 

Researchers sowed five 
varieties of these into the 
ground in rows spaced 15cm 
apart and thinned the seedlings 
to around 1cm-1.5cm apart. 
They also grew the conventional 
type ‘Early Nantes’ in the same 
way. 

Harvesting began after 10 
weeks and ‘Mini Finger’ proved 
the best baby variety, while 
‘Amsterdam Force’ gave the 
lowest yield. However, the best 
results came from the standard 
‘Early Nantes’ when grown in 
the same way as the baby veg 
and picked as a baby carrot. 

Carrots can be difficult to 
establish early on in the season. 
The soil needs to be at least 7C 
degrees in the early morning 
and moist. Later crops should 
be covered with fleece to stop 
carrot fly attacking the roots. 

With courgettes, the best baby 
veg variety was ‘Supremo’, but 
you have to pick them 
frequently to stop them 


becoming too large. Simply 
harvest them smaller than 
normal, planting one plant per 
metre. 

If you want only one or two 
courgette plants, buy them from 
a garden centre. If you can’t find 
a baby variety, just pick any 
variety that will produce mini¬ 
courgettes if taken regularly 
when they reach 8-10cm. 

The least successful baby veg 
was undoubtedly sweetcorn, as 
each plant produced only a 
couple of cobs. Grow the bigger 
varieties, which will give you 
heavier cobs and will be a much 
better use of space. 

Cauliflowers, however, fared 
better - those recommended for 
growing as baby veg are perfect 
for families who simply can’t get 
through a cauliflower in one 
meal. 

‘Avalanche’ and 'Candid 
Charm’ are ideal if you don’t 
want your cauliflowers too big. 
Sow them straight into the soil 
or start in modules and 
transplant carefully as they don’t 
like root disturbance. Water 
them in dry spells and give equal 
spacing between plants. The two 
smaller varieties produced more 
to eat than the standard 
‘Sydney’.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sorbus (Rowan) 

Commonly known as 
mountain ash or whitebeam, 
this wonderful tree provides all- 
year interest, producing large 
heads of pink-flushed flowers in 
late spring which then develop 
into beautiful red or white fruits 
in autumn. 

Birds don’t like the white 
berries of S cashmiriana, the 
Kashmir, so they are left 
hanging, adding interest when 
much else has faded and long 
after the leaves have fallen. 

If you want a columnar 
specimen, S aucuparia 
‘Fastigiata’ may fit the bill, 
reaching a height of 6m and 
producing clusters of ripe red 
berries. 

The trees prefer cool, moist 
situations as they become prone 
to fireblight when under stress 
due to drought conditions. 

THREE WAYS TO 
Use herbs at home 

1. Make a natural room spray 
with water infused with fresh or 
dried lavender (Lavendula 
angustifolia). 

2. Use lemon verbena leaves 
(Aloysia triphylla) mixed with 
vinegar, water and a liquid soap 
to make an effective window 
cleaner. 

3. Polish your furniture with 
lemon balm leaves (Melissa 
officinalis) mixed with beeswax, 
to leave a fresh lemon scent.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

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Electric cars dilemma 


A WHOLESALE switch to electric 
cars may not necessarily reduce 
C02 emissions or dependence 
on oil, a recent report prepared 
for the Environmental Transport 
Association (ETA) concluded. 

It was unlikely that electric vehicles 
would number more than 25 per cent 
of new sales by 2050, the report 
added. 

There were significant potential 
environmental benefits to be had 
from a switch to electric vehicles, the 
report said. 

But it added that these benefits 
were wholly dependent on changes 
in the way electricity was generated, 
energy was taxed and C02 emissions 
regulated. 

The report said that under the 
current EU emissions trading system, 
sales of electric cars were likely to 
result in higher overall C02 
emissions and oil consumption. 

ETA director Andrew Davis said: 
“While the report is not intended to 
dampen enthusiasm for electric 
vehicles, their introduction should 
not be viewed as a panacea. 
Significant changes to the way we 
produce and tax power are needed 
before we will reap any benefits.” 

The report said: 

■ Electric cars powered by wind or 
solar energy are obviously superior, 
but if the electricity comes from coal, 
hybrids such as the Toyota Prius 
perform better; 

■ There is potential for improvement 
in performance and reduction of 


costs in the medium term, but not 
enough to suggest electric cars could 
compete head-on with conventional 
vehicles within the next two decades; 

■ Low running costs of electric 
vehicles would lead to extra demand 
for car transport and make necessary 
the taxation of electricity. On-board 
metering of electricity use would be a 
key requirement; 

■ Even if the National Grid has the 
capacity and the basic infrastructure 
to meet the needs of electric cars, the 
new demand patterns they will create 
may mean greater use of coal and 
nuclear power. 

From the European lobby group 
Transport & Environment, the report 
recommended that C02 emission 
standards for cars should be 
considerably tightened and fuel taxes 
increased. 

It said that a lack of stringent C02 
standards removed the main 
incentive for the motor industry to 
invest in electric vehicles. 

The report also recommended the 
quantity and quality of electricity 
used in cars had to be measured and 
existing loopholes in the emissions 
trading scheme needed to be closed. 

A Department for Transport 
spokesperson said: “Electric and 
other ultra-low emission cars offer 
the potential to dramatically reduce 
the carbon emissions from road 
transport over the long term. But 
they are not the only way to reduce 
car C02 emissions. 

“Better driving, along with 
increased fuel efficiency of

conventional vehicles and use of 
biofuels, means that C02 emissions 
from new and existing petrol and 
diesel cars can be reduced. All these 
measures are needed to help reduce 
green house gas emissions from road 
transport. 

“Electric cars powered from today’s 
UK generating grid would save up to 
40 per cent of the C02 emissions of a 
conventional petrol car over its full 
life cycle. This saving will improve as 
the grid moves to using more low 
carbon power sources. 

“Right now, the grid could support 
a relatively high number of Electric 
Vehicles (EVs). It could support even 
more if the increased demand for 
electricity is properly managed, using 
smart meters and dynamic tariffs. In 
fact, EVs can provide a way to 
capture and store electricity at night 
from renewable sources like wind 
power.” 


BMW’s ‘popular’ compact SUV 


LEADING UK trade price 
valuations outfit Glass’s 
has been looking at 
future resale prospects 
for the BMW XI, the 
firm’s recently-launched 
compact sports utility 
vehicle (SUV). 

The XI is positioned 
as an economical 
alternative to the 
market’s current SUV 
offerings, says Glass’s, 
and should prove highly 
popular. 

“On the used-car 
market, the new model 


should perform equally 
well, thanks to low 
running costs, good 
packaging and BMW- 
badge appeal,” says 
Jason King, head of 
market intelligence at 
Glass’s. 

“Anyone socially un¬ 
comfortable with driving 
an SUV will be more 
than happy with an XI.” 

The new BMW is 
essentially a crossover, 
and driving dynamics 
mirror those of the 
firm’s 1-Series. “But the 


XI is more versatile, 
practical and arguably a 
prettier car,” says King. 

Glass’s predicts that 
the XI will retain up to 
54 per cent of its value 
after three years and 
36,000 miles. 

“The new model is

BMW: Making best 
progress on C02 cuts 


CUTTING a car s 
carbon dioxide 
output has now 
become as 

important as sales 
targets, and leading 
the way is, believe it 
or not... BMW. 

Yes, the German 
producer of big- 
engined, super-fast 
luxury motors is 
making by far the most 
overall progress when it 
comes to lowering C02 
emissions. 

For the second year 
in a row, the BMW 
Group has cut its 
average C02 output per 
car by more than any 
other vehicle 

manufacturer, says a 
top industry body. 

An independent 
report from the 
European Federation 
for Transport and 
Environment points to 
a remarkable 

achievement by the 
premium marque - a 
C02 reduction of 10.2 
per cent against an 
average 3.3 per cent fall 
across the industry. 

And BMW doesn’t 
only rely on leaner, 
more efficient engines 
to reach this target - 
measures such as better 
braking and sharper 
aerodynamics all play 
their part. 

It is also linking with 


other firms, such as 
Citroen, to jointly 
develop planet-friendly 
powerplants. 

Citroen’s C5 range 
now gets a 1.6-litre, 
155bhp petrol engine 
that was co-produced 
with BMW, and it 
replaces the French 
firm’s outgoing 2.0-litre, 
143bhp petrol unit. 

The other major C5 
engine improvement is 
the introduction of a 
new 2.0-litre, 160bhp 
diesel that replaces 
both the 2.0-litre, 
140bhp and the 2.2- 
litre, 173bhp diesels. 

But Citroen’s own 
eco-friendly initiatives 
don’t stop there. 

The French firm has 
just announced that 
zero noise, fuel use and 
emissions will come 
with the new, 
appropriately-named 
C-Zero. 

This all-electric 
offering takes the 
Mitsubishi i’s body as 
its design template to 
meet, says Citroen, 
“tomorrow’s challenges 
today”. But “today” 
means late 2010, when 
it is due to launch. 

The C-Zero city car is 
one of several planned 
small vehicles that will 
come with the latest 
Citroen technology and 
up-to-date eco- 

credentials in 2010.

New fuel-engined C3 
and DS3 models, which 
emit just 99g/km of 
C02, will also become 
available. 

All this news comes 
on the back of a newly- 
launched Department 
for Transport campaign 
in Britain, which wants 
drivers to cut back on 
mileage to help lower 
C02 output. 

It highlights that, by 
driving five fewer miles 
a week, every motorist 
can help make a 
difference. 

The campaign aims 
to raise awareness of 
the impact of car travel 
on C02 emissions, and 
highlights ways in 
which drivers can play 
their part in reducing 
this. 

Car travel is the single 
biggest source of 
household and 


individual C02 

emissions in the UK, 
says Transport Minister 
Sadiq Khan, noting that 
if all drivers reduced 
their weekly distances 
by just five miles, they 
could save 2.7 million 
tonnes of C02 per year. 

“In our daily lives, we 
create more than 40 per 
cent of the UK’s C02 
emissions. Every action 
we can take to reduce 
this figure will make a 
difference,” he says. 

“Research shows that 
driving five miles less a 
week is something 
people feel they can 
manage - for example, 
by combining journeys, 
or walking and cycling 
more for short trips.”
